Tlie  initiatory  sicp  in  the  cstablisIiinL-nt  of  tlii^  Scliool  was  taken  by 
till' Aliinnii  of  King's  College,  Wiiidscjr,  on  the  "J.^th  .June,  ISftO.  (•)  The 
jirojeet  was  l)i<jiight  mulef  tlie  notiie  of  the  Synoil  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova 
Scotia  in  the  address  of  the  I'.ishop  on  June  liTth,  iS'Jd. 

On  tiie  1st  duly  the  matter  came  before  tlie  Synod  l)y  resolution.  After 
discussion,  it  was  unaiiiniously  dd'iiled  liy  both  orders  that  a  "  Church 
School  for  <  liiis.  at  WindsfU',  Xo\a  Scotia,"  should  be  I'orthwith  established 
(>n  the  basis  of  a  Joint  Stock  ('<irn]iany.  and  on  the  foUowiui:  conditions: — 

I.  The  tiuani'ial  ati'aiis  of  the  Association  shall  be  nianau'ed  by  u  Hoard 
of  seven  Directors,  to  be  elected  by  the  Siuu('holders  in  such  wa}'  as  tiiey 
may  determine.   ('-') 

II.  'ihe  Di-;iiiiline  and  Instrurtiou,  as  well  as  the  aji|)ointnient  of  tlie 
Teaching  Stall',  shall  l)e  controlled  liy  a  15oaiil  of  nine  Trustees,  three  to  be 
af)poinle(l  Ity  tlu-  Shareludders.  one  liy  tlie  Synod  of  X(i\a  Scotia,  one  by 
the  Syno(l  of  Fiedericton.  two  by  t  he  i  ioveiiiors  of  King's  College  out  of 
their  own  Ixidy,  the  i!islio]i  of  No\  a  Scotia,  ami  the  liishop  of  Fredcricton.

The  tiihl  niet-ting  »{  the  I'roniotei's  Wiis  hehl  at 
Windsor  on  tlic  10th  .Ivdy  following,  wtien  arnuigcnients  were  made  for  the 
jmrchase  of  the  Kdgehill  property.  On  the  7th  August,  a  nicx-tiiig  of  the 
Shareiiolders  in  tiie  "Ciiurch  School  for  (Jirls,"  was  lield  at  Kdgehill,  and 
seven  Provisional  Directors  appointed.  On  the  12th  Xov.,  at  a  general 
meeting  of  the  Shareholder.s  at  W'ind.sor,  liberal  su[)port  being  guaranteed, 
and  tlie  services  of  a  widely  known  and  nio.st  eHicient  Lady  Principal 
having  been  secured,  a  Hoai'd  of  Trustees  and  a  IJoard  of  Dii'cctors  were 
organized,  and  it  was  decideil  to  o])en  tin;  School  on  .Janiiar\-  Sth,  1S!H. 

On  that  day  tlie  Lady  l'rinci|ial  and  ;i  sufhcient  teaching  stall',  together 
witli  twenty-sexi'n  lesidcnt  pu])ils  and  tifteon  day  scholars,  were  present. 
V/ilh  nuicli  regret,  several  juipiis  had  to  be  declined  in  coiise(|iieiu;e  of  the 
building  at  I'Mgchill  not  being  titled  to  accoininodate  inori;  than  thirty-tive 
resiilents.  'I'hat  the  sciiool  opened  full  \vas  a  matter  lor  congratulation, 
but  the  insntliciciuv  of  tlie  acconiniodation  impressed  on  the  Trusti'es  and 
Directors  the  duty  of  providing,  at  the  earliest  convenient  period,  fur  those 
who  hail  sought  or  miglit  sc'ck  admission. 

Steps  were  at  once  taken  to  procure  plans  for  a  building  com])lete  in 
itself,  for  the  residcnee  of  tifty  more  boai'd(!rs,  with  ('lass-rooms,  gymna- 
sium, ca|)acions  dormitories  and  all  modern  conveniences. 

The  t'oiiiidation  of  tile  Xew  lluiiding  uas  conimenceil  on  tlie  iStli  May, 
1S!)1,  within  less  tiiaii  one  \ear  from  the  date  of  the  initiatorv  proceedini's 
taken  on  the  -J.-itli  dune,  IS'.IO. 

'I'lie  corner-store  of  tin;  Xew  liuilding  was  laid  on  tiie  "-'.Snl  .June,  ISOl, 
by  the  Hon.  Sir  dolm  ( '.  Allen,  1).  ('.  L. ,  ( 'hief  .lustice  of  Xew  IJrunswick, 
assisted  by  the  \'ery  Rev.  Dean  (iiljiin,  D.  1).,  Commissary  of  the  Hishop 
<  I  Xo\a  Scotia,  in  the  preseuiu-rif  tile  .School  and  a  large  numiier  of  clergy 
and  laymen.  The  Xew  Muihling  was  completed,  furnished  and  occujiied 
tiirouglioiit  oil  the  Ititli  .laniiary.  iSiCJ,  at  a  total  cost  of  $Sf), <)(»(>. 

'I'he  rapid  progress  of  the  School,  particularly  in  the  Misir  and  Art 
Dk.I'aktmknts.  .soon  called  for  the  addition  of  tdcven  .Music  Idxims.  an  Art 
Room  and  an  .\ss<Mtibly  Hall.  Tliese  adjuncts  to  the  School  IJuildings  were 
coninu'iiccd  in  ISltti,  ami  sutlicicntly  lompleted  foi-  occupation  in  Seplember 
of  that  year. 

During   the   vacation   in    IS'.tti  the   Srhool-room  \\  's  enlarged,  and  hot

An  Act  of  Incorporation  was  passed  hy  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia 
on  Tuesday,  May  I9tli,  I.Sid.  Under  this  Act  tlie  liahility  of  Sharehohlers 
is  limited  to  tlie  am<mnt  of  their  sulworihed  stock.

The  said  Corporation  shall  have  i)ower  to 
increa.se  tlie  said  Capital  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  Seventy- Five  Tiiou.sand 
Dollars  (.'?7.'),(M)( I). 

'-'.  -The  said  Corporation  shall  iiavc  power  and  legal  antliority  to 
estahlisli  anil  maintain  an  Institution  of  learning,  to  iie  called  "  'j'iie  ( 'hurcli 
Scluxd  for  (;iils,"  iu  Windsor,  for  the  education  of  girls  an<l  young  women 
in  the  various  hranclu     of  Literatiue,  Science  and  Ar>.
